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Politics of Gurope. 


London, July 3, 1893.—Prench rapers of Satarday and San- 
day have arrived since our last pablication. Those of Saturday 
eootaia & report of the debates ia the Chamber of Depaties oo 
the preceeding day, on the sehjcot of the castoms, General Foy 
made an eloquent speech on the general principles of commerce, 
ie @which he strowgiy condemned the aerrow maxima which at 
present prevail with respect te colenial interests. “The produ- 
coors of sugers—bew many are they! Twoaty or thirty thousand 
persons, whoempley 200,000 slaves: and do vot these 20 or 
90.000 connect with their claims the cease of oar navigation and 
of evr finances?” He thought he had sucoceded in demonstrating 
that on the hypothesis received by the authors of this project of 
law, the excessive impoat on foreign sugers wae equivalent to an 
ebsolate probibition, and that this prohibition would be a cala- 
mity fer the coantry, Tt bad often been said in the debate, and 
ik could mever be too frequently repeated, that the best means 
of selling to foreigners, was to begin by making porchases from 
them. Lateriot commerce is surely the true foundation of national 
riches, bet it is not safficieat for France abounding in civilization 
aod foree. External commerce can alone complete our commer- 
cial existence. “Gentlemen,” ssid the orator, “ we have given 
the signal for the advancement of the human mind—we are the 
first ia the practice of the fine arts, and in the theory of the exact 
sciences—@e contend with Ragland ia their principal applications 
to mechanics aod industry —our decisions in matiers of taste be- 
come the asthority In the two worlds, and above all inthe part 
of the uew world impregnated with oar literatare and our phi- 
lesophy. Every thing invites us to open commercial and political 
communications where an imported civilisation hae ereated the 





maltiplied wasis which it cannot as yet satie’y.” Gen. Poy wan 


answered by M. de Saint-Criey, the Director-General of the 
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Castoms, whe defended the additional tax on foreica sugars. :

Beagel and Brazil ean send as 
their sagers at a price mech lower then thet of aur colonies — the 
Americans de the seme with their tobacce, their cotton, and their 
seli fish, You would thes lose your agriculture, tear manufac 


acd Gasdaloupe, shout 50 millions of their producer, aad you fer 
nish @ with 3 millions of the productions of sear szriculiare 
aed yoar industry Let us sepposed these relations established 
between other countries, and observe the change in your situs 
tion. There is not a person, whe, understanding the interesis of 
eur trade, would consent to enter en (he esreer of freedom

of the horses, informed the aticadants (bey wore “ the property 
of the nation, ead not of the King,” sad thet they should claim 
them ine few days, Et may be sufficient to say, that cur Madrid 
papers, whiok are to the Séth elt., do mot hint at any such intelli- 
gence, and that we believe the whole to be pare invealion.—Tiwes, 


Commerecal Intercourse. — When Ministers, as boow to the 
commeree of eur merchants with Soath Americs, proposed to 
open the ports of the United Kingdom to the tessels of the libe- 
rated colevies of Spain, we quéstioned, in plain terms, the efica- 
ey of such an offer, oa the groand that Mr. Zea'a note reqaired @ 
recognition of the fadependent sovereignty of these states, as @ 
sine qua non of that commereial intercourse, the enjoyment of 
which the Ministers of Great Britain appeared to think (t thei¢ 
own privilege to grant or to withheld at pleasure. But thé case 
was expesed to diflculty froma third party, which has sinoe 
come forward and of which the British Government manifestly 
never thought, If the trade was to be carried of with independent 
states, the recognition was & necessary net oo our part, to render 
the treffic legal, for if wo declined to acknowledge the Routh 
American Republics, we mast embrace the ether alternative, and, 
when pushed opon the subject, admit them io be stillso mang 
Spanish colonies, and subject to Spanish laws. The trade, 
therefore, to which the Ministry made as welcome, had not only 
this abserdity attached to it, vis. that the permission of the 
Soath Americans with whom {i was carried on had not been pre- 
viously obtained, but the further ridicule that the old Spaniards, 
woder theie well-kaown probibitory system of colonial inw, 
might, if the trade should bo vouchsaled to us by the republida, 
capture every British merchanimaa cagagod ia it, without se 
muchas jecerring any reasonable imputation of unlawfalness or 
national injustice. Thishasnow been proved. A case has oc- 
evrred of a British ship, the Lono Cottinewoon, bound from 
Becnvs Ayres to Mavanosh, with « cargo consisting of bides, 
being captured by the Spanish privateer La Pawcwvra, taken 
ete Porte Rico, and there, on the 224 af last December, eon- 
demoed as lawful prise. The particulars are detailed ine letter

It is there avowed that the United States reckon upon a sare 
monopoly of the commerce of Spanish America, from their hav- 
ing beonthe only Government which at once announced its deter- 
mination to recognize the new Sovereigos of the South.—Times. 


English Opera-Houre,— This theatre opened last night (Jaly 1) 
for its sammer season, with a prospect of lees jutersuption from its 
winter rivals than bas been usual of late years. Tits interior docs 
not appear to have sustained any alteration since the recess, 
except tht the great saloon with its vguated bowers is closed, 
and the small eeffee-room, fantastienlly decorated with painted 
roses, snd with mirrors, is opened for refreshments in its stead, 
This alteration must be regarded with pleasare by all who wish 
to see the common invectives against theatres, as mere schools 
for vier, deprived of their ating. The first plece was The Miller's 
Maid—indecd a very tawdy piece of writing, fall of misplaced 
sentiments —but affurding scope for some of the most powerfal 
acting wo have ever witnessed, A now operetta, entitled Love 

_ among the Roses, oc The Master Key, from the pen of Mr. Beasley, 
followed, and was received with greatand merited applause. Ite 
plot,os that of such a piece ought to be,is ingenious and simple. The 
daughier ofan Alderman, who bas retired to a villa io the neigh- 
hourboed of the King’s-road, is beloved by the nephew of a Cap- 
fain Gorgon, of the Thanderbam frigate, who insists that the young 
man shall never marry, anless, in the Venetian fashion, “ he will 
espouse the everlasting sea.” Edmund, however, has a differ- 
ent taste; and, leaving bis ancle’s letters ananswered, obtains 
admittance to the garden of the worthy Alderman, while he is 
gone toinspect a neighbouring nursery. Here they are interrapt- 
ed by Sharpest, a friend of Bdmund, who seeks shelter, according 
to the approved style in farces, from bailiffs, and whe proposes to 
disguise himself, and in the characterof Old Gorgon, to give hie 
consent to the watch, Bat at this moment Gergen bimeeclf arrives, 
and Sharpest, changing his ove, personates the Alderman, and leaves 
the young lady to win her own way withthe Captain, This she 
does most effectually ; batin the moment of ber success the al- 
derman returns, and ascene of ludicrous equivoqne ensues, which 
terminates, of course, in the anion of the lovere by the consent of 
al! partics, and indemnity to the scape grace of the piece. Bre 
vity, whioh is the soul of farce as well as of wit, bas been studied 
in this pleasaat operetia; it never flags, and the enthusiasm of 
the retired citizen ead his Gardener Hollyeah for every epecies of 
flowor, tree, end vegetable, is very well bit off, and gives an horti 
ooltoral air to the picoe. It is,in short, a very clever and lively 
trifle. The piece went off extremely well, and was announced for 
repetition amids! unmingled applause, 


Lendum, . July 4, 1822.---We fad by accomnts from 
Bermede of the Sist of May, that Sire W. Lumiey, the Governor 
efthat cotony, who seemed by bis conduct to have forgotten 
equally what was dee to the laws of the mother country and the 
vights of the plecters, has been recalied, aad is netualiy on his 
way to Burope.

the Atlantic. By an extract (rom an American paper, which we 
Bate oa Thersday last, it weuld appear that he possesses at least 
the merit ef consisieney to the last, and that as be sometimes 
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iaflieted punishment where the laws did not allow} him, so he took 
eecasion to reverse the decisions of law to suit his own con- 
vonienee. 

Camelford Elestion.—The election of a member to serve in 
Parliament im the place of the Lord Warden, now Marquis of 
Hertford, took place on Wednesday last. Col. Cook, Aid de-camp 
to his Reyal Highness the Dake of York, was proposed by the 
supporters of the Lord Warden, and Col. Cradock, a gemticman 
from the sorth riding of Yorkshire, by the friends of the Earl of 
Darlington, the patron of the boroegh. Previously to the elec- 
tion, it bad been supposed that @ desire to secare the worthy and 
independent electors the fall benefit of a competion for their saf- 
frages, woald have secured the return of the gentlemen «ho enjoy- 
od the “ favourable recommendation” of the Lord Warden ; but 
the friends of Lord Darlington had taken their measures to fres- 
trate this project with somuch jadgment and effect, thai whilst 
nineteen voted for Colonel Cradock, only five were foond to sup- 
port Colonel Cook. The former was, of course, declared duly 
elected. Io his address to the electors, the new member avowed 
himself a supporter of constitutional principles, and enemy to all 
encroachments on public liberty, an advocate for economy and 
8 jast retrenchment ia the peblic expenditere, and a friend te the 
agricaltural interest.— Wee Briton, 


Constantinople, May 26.—A ery of horror will resound throagh- 
out Barope when the new ervelties ia Scio are made known, Ali 
are massacred, Even the 76 prelates who were detained as bos - 
tages have been cut to pieces in the fort. The generous French 
Consul, Digeon, is the most to be pitied. He had gone into the vil- 
lages and proclaimed the Turkish amnesty, and at the same time 
pledged himself for the Bultan’s giving pardon. The inhabitants 
on this surrendered all their arms, on which the Asiatics fell on 13 
villages and executed a general massacre. All fell without de- 
fence wader the sword of the Tarks, who behaved with the most 
refined cruelty. The whole island is « sepulchre: the few women 
and children who were sheltered in the French Consulate are in 
the deepest misery, Seme Grecks still combat in the mountains, 
bat their destraction is certain. These events have excited such 
terror here, that sobody now ventures to intercede fora Greek 
family for fear of being included in the same proscription. 


Semlin, June 3.~Letiers from Bitoglia of May 23 have been 
received at Belgrade, from which it appeare that consternation 
prevails ia that part of the consiry. The Turks are advancing 
in great foree towards Larissa. The agents of the English aro 
said to have succeeded in inducing the Suliotsand Aibagians to 
submitio Chourschid Pasha, who will soon effect bis junction with 
the Pasha of Salonichi, to march through Lavadia against the 
Morea. Decisive events may therefore soon be expected ia these 
parts, Nothing bata miracle can save the Greeks, as affairs 
now stand. [1 is aflirmed that the operations of the Tarks, beth 
by sea and land, are directed by English officers, and that they 
have promised entirely to quell the insurrection of the Greeks 
before the termination of the negotiations with Ressia. 


From the Maine, June 19.—M. Von S—, a young nobleman 
ofthe north of Germany, whe, inspired by enthusiastic love of 
liberty and by youthful courage, had hastened to the Morea, re- 
turned home a few davs ego. He icftthe theatre of war with 
five comrades, and landed at Venice. His account ef the Grocks 
of their mode ef warfare, aod their bebeviour to foreigners who 
have hastened from remote countries to their aid, places that peo- 
ple in no favoorable light. He deseribes the light troops os scek- 
ing pillage rather than victory, and says that they even attacked 
those of their own nation whee they met with a weaker body re- 
terning home with booty, careless of shedding Christian bieod, if 
they can snatch the spoil from the original robber, Between the 
Greeks at sea and those on laed there is om community of inter.

But however trifling or monotonegs the diversions 
we have alluded to my appear, still there is the “eharm of con- 
VERSATION” aad the “ intercourse of ruinwos ;” (phrases of which 
we aed our neighbours know the fell value ia fashionable life) — 
but what will those whe deny we the readiaces to fad “ good ia 
all things,” say to a diversion described in last Monday's Monanine 
Poet, with a seriousness truly ludicrous. 


We are told, that at a lady's fashionable party, the visitants 
amused themecives by —‘ promenading up one siairesso and— 
down the ether.” This entortaiament, for simplicity of operation, 
deserves a patent. 


Having thas deseribed the evening amusenient of the world

REBEAL OV THE HOUSE.AND WINDOW TAX. 


Mr. HOBHOUSE said, that im tisiag to propose « very large di- 
minetion of the taxation ef the cauntry, he felt it bis doty net merely 
to come down with a bare meagre demand upen the subject, but, pn 
the contrary, with & view te what he owed to so great a question, and 
with « view to what he owed to his constituents, to endeavour to show 
on what groends he made the proposition which he was sbeut to sabmit 
to the House. Instead therefore, of contenting bimeelf with merely 
making a demand for the repeal of two millions and @ half of taxation, 
he had thought it his duty to embody his opinions in three’ Resolutions, 
which, however, were extremely short and extremely simple. The first, 
which he should take the liberty to propese fer the adoption of the House, 
‘was—" That it appears to this Honse that the present smonnt of taxa- 
ation is so burdensome and oppressive, at to make it the daty of the 
House to adopt every means by which, withent detriment te the State, 
that taxation may be diminished.” H+ was aware that every one whe 
veotared to propose 4 redaction io the taxes ef the econntry was Ilable 
to be told, that as there was no topicso enigar and trifling or so dis- 
agreeable to many classes of society, as the expediency of any tach re- 
duction, he wae honnd to propose it, not on any of the ordinary and 
vulgar greunds, baton grounds which wonld stand a deliberate and 
severe examination. It might be said, that the clameur of the people 
out of doors for the reduction of texation was excessive. If, however, 
the people out ef doors ran into any excess on that side of the 
question, he thought he might venture to contend, withont fear of 
centradictiva, that many Hononrable Gentlemen in the House, and 
that all the public functiovaries in particular, ran into the opposite ex- 
treme, when they recommended to Parliament the adoption of sach prin- 
ciples as those which had recently been recommended on the snbjeet— 
principles such as, he contended, and was satisfied he should be able 
te show, were never Lefora proposed for the adoption of the legislature 
of any civilised etate. It bad formerly been sald apd believed, that 
when as iudividnal paid taxes for the service of the State, he did make 
@ certain sacrifice ap to the amount of his payment. It had formeriy 
been said and believed, that for the sake of obtaining a grest goed for 
the State, an individual might be called avon te sacrifice a small benefit 
op bisown part, Tt was reserved for our own timesto declare, ina 
grave, deliberate Assembly, before the great council of the mation, that, 
in fact, the payment of taxes, so far from being a detriment to the State 
orto individuals, was beneficial to individuals as well as to the State; 
and that, like the qnality of merey, “it biesseth twice, it blesseth him 
that gives and him that takes.”” He contended thathe had heard ia 
that House doctrives to that extent, He would go more at large into 
this part of the sabject, had not aw Hon. and Learned Geant. on the floor 
near him (Mr, Brougham) at the commencement of the Session, in one 
of the most able and eloquent speeches ever addressed to any Legicta 
tare, completely satisfied his(Nr, H.'s) mind, and he was enre complete 
ly satisfied the mind of the covntry, that it was the most fatal delasion 
to suppose that a state, either io its corporate capacity, or individually 
considered, could derive any benefit whatever, from taxation. For 
a long time, however, it had been the fashion for Gentlemen on the 
ether side of the Honse te characterise any application for the 
reduction of taxetion by the epithets “stupid,” ,.“* foollieh,” tm. 
pertinent,” “ presnamptuons,” &e, &e. The Right Honourable the 
Chaneciler of the Exchequer, he was sure, would forgive him when 
he declared that he had felt the utmost surprise to hear, even an indi 
videal in the sight Right Mononrable Geatieman’s situation—an indi 
vidual, part of whose daty it often was te be obliged te ateert para. 
dexes—deelare, “thet to remit taxation might aggravate distress,” 
He knew very well that it had bees attempted to explain that expres- 
sion eway; bat the explanation had wot been satisfactory, cither to 
him or to the Howe. However, far as this paradox bad been pashed 
by the Right Hopoerable Gentlemen, he (Mr. Hebhoase) was happy in 
knowing, that net only bpthe confessions of Ministers, bat by their 
very acts, Parliament were to be no leager called epoe te believe that 
a reduction of (exes might contribete te the distress of a State. For, 
notwithstanding the pledge which hie Majesty's Ministers hed given in 
words — notwithstandime the more sacred pledge that they weald aban. 
don their places that ifthe taxes were diminished in compliance wiib 
the recommendation of the Henoafable Geotleman iu that House who 
were opposed to tbe measures of Government, they wenld resign—he 
was happy tosay that they hed retracted their assertions en the subject, 
aud had allowed the peepie to werk ent their salvation in their own 
way. lt would be necessary fer the dae consideration of the prevent 
question to go back to the History of what bad taken place in the last 
Session of Parliament. Early inthe vear 1821, the Henovrable Mem 
ber for Cumberland gave notice, that he would move fora Repeal of the

The breach was opened ; and thronghit the majority of the Honse of 
Commons—a« small majority certsinly—entered, beaviag the flag of 
economical reform, Still, however, notwithstanding the previous des 
clarations of the Neble Lerd, end of the Right Honourable Geutieman, 
they abstained from coming down to Parliament te carry these deciac. 
ations inte effect. Both the Agrieniterel Horse Duty acd the War 
Malt Daty were repealed. The Noble Lerd had said that be would 
resign if the Malt Daty were repealed. So far, however, was the 
Noble Lord from resigning, that he afterwards came down to the House, 
and in a statement which he there made, laid claim to the confidence 
of the country, in consequence of the repeal of the verytex which he 
had previously declared he woald wot seffrr to be repeaied! He had 
made these statements, herause he thongist it highly impertant te shew, 
that if a few Members in that Heese, backed by the opinien of the 
people atlarge, from timo to time boldiy demanded a dimiustion of 
the poblic bardens, they mast floally queceed in theirc application. He 
would now allade to those principles of finance, the most eatracrdinary 
perhaps that ever proceeded from the governmeut of a great eountry, 
which hed beeen leid down by the Noble Lord opposite, in the propesi- 
tions which he made to the House early in, the presept Session of 
Parliament, It was, perhaps, hardly regular to advert tothe former de. 
bate: bat he perfectly weil recollected, that on thet ereasion, the 
Noble Lord kad declared the foilewing to be the principles on whieh 
the fieanrial system of this great, lntelligentand active country oaght 
to be regulated, The words were these: “There ta mo distress by thie 
country which cannot be cored by a few applications of the principle of 
resurrection.” Again, “ the proposal te repeal taxes is worse than 
unavailing, it is deinsive ; for it goes te counteract the great eanses of 
natore.” Again. “It is delnsive, dangerens to sav that the distrese 
proceeds from Taxation, ond not from the handsof Providence end na- 
tare.” Again, “ the result of all trae political economy is, that natere 
is the source of relief aud hope; aad that te natare alene we ean look 
for relief in the present emergency” Really, siace ia his school-daye, 
he read Lucretins, he had never heard to woek of the extensive opera. 
tions of watare, He bad almost fancied he had heard ihe Nebie Lord 
erying— 

6 en Forum primordia pandar ; 

Unde omoris Natura creet res, auctet, alatque: 

Qaove eadem rersum Natura perempia reseivet.” 


Altbeugh, hewever, he eonld not very well onderstand this 
novel doctrine of the Noble Lord's sbout the foancial oneraticg:
